AGENCY REPORT, 


The statistical report of the agency through June, July and August was presented 
to the Case Committee. In this period, 2,086 appointments plus 60 groups were 
scheduled, and $2,164.50 had been taken in in fees, In three months, June, 

and August of 1967, only $1,801.50 was received from foes, This was an increase 
of $383 over last years 


Mre Kilduff indicated there was no time during these three months that could be
